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OT even the most rabid Liberal 


or Tory would deny that the 
National Leader of the C.C.F. is 
at least the equal of any of the 
men who hold the corresponding 
position in the other parties. Those 
of us who are biased in his favor 
think he stands head and shoulders 
above the others. But there is 
a great difference between Cold- 
well’s position and that of Mr. 
King or Mr. Bracken. Mr. King was 
chosen in 1919 by a national con- 
vention of the Liberal party. It 
is saic that he had been the choice 
of Sir Wilfred Laurier as his 
successor. It was a case of pick- 
ing a man with some ability who 
could be ‘sold’? to the Canadian 
people. Mr. King’s book, ‘Indus- 
try and Humanity,” had a lot to 
do with him becoming leader. It 
was considered ‘that given enough 
publicity the sentiments expressed 
in the book and the adoption of 
a really radical, program by tho 
party, would put the new leader 


* over. It worked, and to the credit 


of Mr. King it must be said that 
he has done his part well. He has 
been one of tke most astute pol- 
itical Jeaders in Canadian history. 
The same procedure was used in 
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CANADIAN VOTERS ON TRIAL 


Democracy came into being because men were prepared 
to die, if necessary, to establish it. The right to vote was wor 
by a fierce and bloody struggle.

‘Tn an earlier day the great landlords opposing democrocy 
hired armed mercenaries to lie in wait and kill. The rich and 
powerful opponents of economic democracy today employ 
intellectual thugs to assault the hated advocates of people’s 
control of the nation’s ‘economic life. 


It is the people of Canada who are on trial in the 
election on Monday. It is a test of their courage, of 
their determination, of their vision. If they are made 
of the stuff of the men and women who fought and. 
died to give us political democracy, net all of the 
vicious hirelings of Big Business and Finance will 
frighten them from their purpose of establishing eco- 
nomic democracy. If they haven't the courage and 
determination of their forefathers they will be fright- 
ened away from a forward step and fasten the chains

“T perused these files and they 
contained a great deal of evidence 
in regard to the Hamilton Trades 
and Labor Congress and also ori- 
ginals of letters from and to Hum- 
phrey Mitchell and Mitchell F.

$4500. You will have to be re- 
sponsible for 10 per cent of its 
actual value, $450, which will 
make your loan $4050, but your 
house is actually going to cost 
you $6,000 so it will be necessary 
to fork up $1950 in cash. And 
the people who need homes have- 

n’t $1950 in cash or victory bonds. 

This, in brief, is the Liberal 
plan for building new homes for 
the people.

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FROM S.C. TO C.C.F. 


NED of the most interesting and encouraging features of 


the federal election campaign in Alberta is the number 
of electors who supported the Social Credit government in 
the provincial election who have indicated that they intend 
to support the C.C.F. in the federal contest. 


There are good reasons for this. In the federal field the 
policies of the Social Credit party are dangerously reaction- 
ary. On the all-important issue of international affairs alone 
the stand of the Social Credit candidates is one which calls 
for condemnation by the voters. This is no time for isolation- 
ism. Canada must play her part in the formation of an in- 
ternational organization to prevent war. In a war that would 
be fought in the air Canada would most certainly be the 
no-man’s-land across which a conflict of annihilation would 
be waged. 


Indicative of the extreme nature of the isolationism of 
the Social Credit candidates was the statement over the sig- 
nature of Norman Jaques in the Wetaskiwin Times in which 
he said he was opposed to Canada sending a delegation to 
San Francisco. That is a terrible stand for a Canadian politi- 
cal movement to take. It is a stand traitorous to a coming 
generation which will be called upon to spill its blood if there 
is another war. ; 


Alberta electors know that they can trust the C.C.F. to 
represent the interests of the people on all national and in- 
ternational issues, The C.C.IF’. stands for collective security, 
nationally and internationally. It stands for people’s demo- 
cratic control] of the financial and economic machinery of 
the country. Its program is a Program of Plenty for every 
Canadian family. A C.C.F. government will: 

1. Keep the industries running to supply Canadians with a high 

standard of living. 
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2. Provide jobs for all at useful work to improve the Cana- 
dian otandard of living.

4. Social security for all, old age pensions at 60 (not less 
than $50.00 per month), free health services. 


ONTARIO — AND AFTER 
ABULATION of the total vote in Ontario indicates that 


most of the forces opposed to social progress rallied be- 
hind the reactionary Drew government. 

Although disappointing, the loss of seats by the C.C.F. 
gives no cause for discouragement. The percentage of the 
total vote received is large enough to indicate that no very 
great change in sentiment is required to turn the table on 
reactionary Toryism. 

Incidentally, it should not be forgotten that the Ontario 
election was fought on local issues and the Drew govern- 
ment was returned largely on the plea for ‘‘stable’” govern- 
ment. It was indicated before the election, for example, that 
many who will vote Liberal on Monday next would vote for 
Drew in the provincial contest, to keep the C.C.F. out. There 
may be a very marked difference in the federal vote. 


What effect the controversy over Drew's secret political 
police had on the result will never be known. Although it 
appeared to be essential that such a scandalous affair should 
have been exposed, it is a matter of regret that it seemed 
tc have relegated a discussion of the C.C.F. program to a 
secondary place. 


The role of the Labor Progressives in the election was 
a despicable one. Pretending to be anxious to defeat re- 
actionary Toryism they played an important part in putting 
Drew back into power, a result which in reality they desired. 

With twenty-five per cent of the vote in an election in 
which all the anti-progressive forces were ranged behind the 
Tory government of George Drew, the C.C.F. in Ontario

very much to take the lead. With different alignments in the 
federal election on Monday next the situation may be 
radically changed, even in that short time. 

One thing is almost.certainly indicated by the Qntarte 
result: no party will have x majority in the federal election.

If the C.C.F. has done nothing 
else it has made Canada “security 
conscious”, T. C. Douglas, pre- 
mier of Saskatchewan said in a re- 
cent CBC-broadcast from Windsor. 
“There was a time, a few years 
ago, when the C.C.F. alone talked 
of providing security for all—we 
were classed then as visionaries 
and’ dreamers. But now all the po- 
litical parties favor social secu- 
rity”, the C.C.F. premier said. 

“The question which you and I 
must ask ourselves is whether these 
parties can give us the security 
which they promise us. Consider | 
the Conservative party; they tell 
us that they will give us full em- 
ployment for the workers and, a 
larger share of the national income 
for the farmers. But they tell us 
in the same breath that they in- 
tend to maintain the present cap- 
italist economy. Herein lies a direct 
contradiction. 


Tried Tory Policies 

“In 19380 the people of Canada 
tried ‘Conservative policies. Did we 
get security? We got unemploy- 
ment, low prices and want in the 
midst of abundance. In what re- 
spects does the Conservative party 
of 1945 differ from the Conserva- 
tive party of 1930? Well, they have 
changed the label on the bottle but 
you and I have every reason to be- 
lieve that the contents are as bit- 
ter and unpalatable as ever.

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 
SOUGHT IN INDIA 


India’s important industries will 
be placed under control after the 
war, and most of them will be 
run under State management . 

This is the main point jin a 
“rapid industrialisation of the 
country” post-war policy announ- 
ced by the Indian Government in 
New Delhi recently. The policy 
is subject to consultation with the 
Provincial Governments of Indian 
States. 

The announcement says: “If In- 
dia is to make good headway and 
if the standard of living of the 
masses is to be effectively raised, 
vigorous sustained effort is nec- 
essary in which the State no less 
than private industry must take 
part. 

“The Government has recently 
decided that bulk generation of 
electric power should as far as 
possible be a State concern. 

“Basic industries of national 
importance may bce _ nationalized 
provided adequate private capi- 
tal is not forthcoming and. it is 
regarded as essential in the nation- 
al interest to promote such indus- 
tries.

OTTAWA (CPA)—That obnoxi- 
ous and widely circulated pamphlet 
entitled “Social Suicide”, written 
by one B. A. Trestrail goes to any 
lengths in attempting to discredit 
anyone even remotely connected 
with the C.C.F. Trestrail even goes 
so far as to slander the service rec- 
ord.of an officer in the R.C.A.F. 

We refer, of course, to Tres- 
trail’s thinly disguised insult to 
Flight Lieutenant Jack Coldwell, 
son of M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. lead- 
er. Fit. Lt. Coldwell, Trestrail 
writes, “joined up and served in 
an administrative capacity in the 
R.C.A.F.” The inference is that 
Jack deliberately chose a “shel- 
tered” spot. 

The Facts 

The facts about Flt. Lt. Cold- 
well’s record thoroughly disprove 
the distorted implication that Tres- 
trail seeks to put over on the pub- 
lic. Summarized briefly they are 
as follows: 

Jack Coldwell in November 1941 
applied for enlistment in the R.C. 
A.F. for Aircrew and was accepted 


and sworn in as an Aircraftsman ~ 


2nd Class in Aircrew in January, 
1942, He trained at No. 1 Manning 
Depot and later at No. 1 Initial 
Training School in Toronto, and 
upon successful completion of his 
course received the rank of Lead- 
ing Air Craftsman (LAC). 
Medical Disability 

In August, 1942 Mr. Coldwell 
was grounded for medical reasons 
(specifically faulty vision). On 
the recommendation of the re-selec- 
tion board he was transferred to 
Educational Services and in rec- 
ognition of his teaching and news- 
paper experience was promoted to 
rank of Sergeant. In December, 
1942 he was transferred to the 
Public Relations Division at the 
request of the Air Force and was 
promoted to the rank of Flight 
Sergeant in April, 1943. He then 
took an officers’ training course in 
July, graduated in that month and 
went overseas with the rank of 
Pilot Officer. While overseas he 
was promoted to the rank of 
Flying Officer. 

F/O Jack Coldwell was returned 
to Canada for further duty in Pub- 
lic Relations last summer. Recently 
he was promoted to the rank of. Fit. 
Lieutenant and is now serving as 
Public Relations Officer at No. 1 
Air Command Headquarters in 
Trenton, Ontario.

Free Private Enterprise failed 
to. meet that situation before the 
war broke out. It took people to 
the breadlines at 20 cents a day 
in relief camps or put them on 
farms at $5.00 » month. That was 
the regimentation which free en- 
terprise imposed on the people. 
The man on relief was not free 
to even substitute his relic? zation 
or enter a movie theatre. That 
was regimentation with a ven- 
geance. “Then,” he said, “they 
dare to tell a democratic movement 
like ours that we would regiment 
the Canadian people. Our €.C.F. 
policy offers the only road to 
freedom. The other road will take 
the people back to the hungry 
‘30’s.”” 

Old Party Regimentation 

When people dared to protest 
against the regimentation imposed 
by private enterprise both Bennett 
and King met them with tear gas. 
“And,” he warned, “the same 
people will do the same _ thing 
again.”” The old parties would 
surely lead to the social suicide 
of the people. 

Money for Peace 

Mr. Coldwell reminded the audi- 
ence that it cost from $25,000 to 
$30,000 to train a single pilot to 
fly a $500,000 bember. If his 
bomber were shot down, it would 
be replaced with another $500,- 
000 machine. And yet people ask, 
“Where is the money coming from 
for social security?” His an- 
swer was, “We’ll get the money 
exactly where the government got 
the money for war. If we can get 
billions for war we have got to 
find millions for peace.’ But that 
is exactly what big business does- 
n’t want, for under a C.C.F. pol- 
icy that would provide security 
for the people, the banks would 
become the property of the people. 
Backed by the whole resources 
of the Canadian nation, a nation- 
ally owned banking system would 
be the ultimate in safety. 

Saved the Banks 

“How safe were our banks in 
1931?” asked Mr. Ccldwell who 
recalled how an order-in-council 
was passed by the Bennett govern- 
ment to enable one large bank, 
the Royal Bank of Canada, to 
publish false balance sheets. The 
same procedure had saved the Sun 


-Life Insurance Company of Can- 


ada when it acquired large quan- 
tities of worthless securities. 
For the People 

“Finance”, he repeated, ‘‘must 
be made the servant of this nation. 
It must not remain the master. 
The only way to control financial 
institutions is for the nation to 
take over contro] in the interests 
of the people.” 

No, he said, neither the Tories, 
Liberals nor Social Credit have 
any plan to provide two million 
jobs when the armed forces are 
demobilized. There is no plan that 
will meet the situation, he averred, 
unless control is taken out of the 
hands of monopolists, whose record 
is exposed in the Price Spreads 
Report. Two packing plants today 
control 86 per cent of all packing 
business done in the Dominion. 
Then there was the aluminum 
monopoly, the monopoly of Cana- 
dian Industries Limited, control- 
led by outside interests to the ex- 
tent that this Canadian firm eould 
not export goods except with their 
consent. : 
Destroy Goods 

Millions of government funds 
had been spent in new industries 
and was now passing into private 
hands. Equipment which could ‘be 
uged on the farms in clearing 
lands and building roads were 
being destroyed. Goods which the 
people cotld usé, such as blankets,

Step by step, the peopte were 
beginning to understand, he said. 
He had no doubt that the people 
would elect a government that 
would place the rights of the 
people before those of monopolies. 
The world was on the march and 
Canada was going to march with 
it He warned that if Canada did 
not get the things the people 
wanted in the way the C.C.F. 
suggested through our democratic 
institutions we might have to go 
through the misery and suffering 
of bringing into being a new sys- 
tem born with accompanying tor- 
ment. 

The C.C.F. was organized to 
bring about peace and plenty in 
an orderly way through the ex- 
tension of our democratic pro- 
cess. The opposition boasts of the 
freedom and democracy enjoyed 
before the war. How free were 
our unemployed, how free is the 
worker on the assembly line today 
who has no alternative but re- 
lief? he asked. 

Utter Nonsense 

The C.C.F. had been accused 
of wanting to take farms and 
homes away from the people. What 
utter nonsense, said Mr. Coldwell. 
“I want to see more people enjoy 
more things. But as long as a few 
people enjoy everything the great 
mass of the people will enjoy 
nothing.”? ‘‘Why should we want 
to take away people’s farms?” 
queried the speaker. ‘‘What would 
we do with farms?’’ Saskatchewan 
had demonstrated already that it 
was working in the ‘interests of 
the farmers when it enacted its 
security of tenure legislation which 
prevented foreclosure in event of 
crop failure and also cancelled 
all interest in that year as well 
as not requiring principal to be 
paid. ‘“‘The C.C.F. believed that 
the man who works the land has 
a right to possess it,’’ he declared. 
The C.C.F. held the same view in 
regard to the worker’s home. 

The C.C.F. called for public 
ownership because it believed the 
people of the nation have the right 
to possess those economic neces- 
sities which are. essential if the 
people of the nation are to enjoy 
the good life. 

Co-op. Enterprise 

Nobody hates the idea of what 
our opponents term “‘state social- 
ism’? more than I do, Mr. Coldwell 
emphasized. Some things must be 
owned by the nation such as rail- 
ways, banks, power, the oil indus- 
try and other monopolies. Some 
public ownership might be in the 
form of co-operatives, a truly de- 
mocratic method. British co-op- 
eratives were making splendid pro- 
gress and would gladly trade with 
Canada but in return for our 
wheat, eggs, etc. we would have 
to take gocds in return. It would 
mean prosperity for every class 
in thee ommunity with on special

just as absurb as the other false 
rumors spread by special interests, 
As a matter of fact, said Mp. 
Coldwell, most of the C.P:R. stock 
is held by British shareholders and 
most of these securities may be 
given to Canada in payment for 
goods sent to Britain during the 
war. If the government retained 
these securities it would own the 
railroad. Under a C.C.F. govern- 
ment, ownership of the C.P.R. 
would not entail amalgamation 
of the railroads. Instead of com- 
petition for profits, competition 
for service would be a new exper- 
ience for the Canadian people. 
There was no reason in the world, 
he said, why two government rail- 
ways should not compete in out- 
put and efficiency under Social- 
ist competition. Again under pri- 
vate enterprise, workers had no 
security when the railways encoun- 
tered depression conditions. 
On the Right Path 

Elections to us are but an in- 
cident, said Mr. Coldwell. “I know 
that we are on the right path,” 
he declared. ‘“‘The resources of the 
nation must be used to satisfy 
human need, not human greed. 
It is better to lose in a good cause 
than to win in a bad one. Come 
what may this movement will not 
let you down. There are some 
who would like to see us join a 
coalition government. That is ex- 
actly what the big interests want. 
If they could get us into the old 
parties they would be satisfied. 
Well, they are not: going to hog- 
tic this movement. We are going 
on. I would rather die in a prai- 
rie shack than live in comfort 
and security by selling the people 
down the river,’’ he said in con- 
clusion. — = 2

PLAN ANNOUNCED 


REGINA -— Provincial govern- 
ment entry into the timber market- 
ing business was definitely fore- 
shadowed by Natural Resources 
Minister J. L. Phelps in a recent 
address. Under this policy, the 
government will not sell govern- 
ment-owhed timber stands to pri- 
vate operators, but will give them 
contracts for cutting the lumber, 
which will remain in government 
hands and be sold by the latter as 
it sees fit. 

New timber operation policy will 
probably be put into effect in con- 
nection with new timber stands at 
present being surveyed by the gov- 
ernment. 

Reviewing depletion of timber 
stands in the Crooked River and 
Nipawin areas, Mr. Phelps said 
that following a check with opera- 
tors and a survey of resources, 
cutting operations would be dis- 
tributed among companies on a 
quota basis.

That Committee 
siid what has long been obvious, 
that the low-income third of 
our people cannot buy orf rent 
honres on terms profitable enough 
to the private builders that they 
will be built. 

One Million Homes for the Peopte 
Shut its Eyes 

But the government ignored the 
great public housing ventures 
which have been so successful in 
New Zealand, Great Britain and 
Scandinavia. It shut its eyes to 
the plight of the poor third of 
our people. It put the profits of 
private builders and landowners 
before public welfare. In so doing 
it condemned the poorest third 
of the people to slum conditions, 
and inevitable sickness and de- 
linquency. That includes slums in 
the country districts as well as 
the cities. 

The government Act might as 
well have been written by the 
building and landowning interests. 
It is everything but an Act for 
the provision of homes. In answer 
to my question in Parliament last 
April the government confessed 
that not a single Limited Divi- 
dend Corporation had been formed 
under the Act, not a single agree- 
ment had been concluded with a 
municipality, not a single grant for 
research had been made. If such 
neglect and indifference had mar- 
ked the Allied war effort Hitler 
would have overrun the world. 

Frontiers of 1945 

The C.C.F. believes that homes 
in peace are as necessary as guns 
in war. Jobs are at stake, as well 
as human welfare and comfort, 
health, education and decency. A 
C.C.F. government will embark 
upon a public housing program to 
make this a nation of builders, 
and a nation of homeowners. In 
the first ten years at least 1,000,- 
000 dwellings units will be built 
in town and country. These will 
be modern, attractive homes, in 
well-planned, pleasant communi- 
ties. Rents can be kept at $25 or 
lower, and the cost of a home 
can be proportionately low. 

Instead of guns, tanks, planes 
and ships we must build homes, 
schools, hospitals and community 
centres for the arts and recrea- 
tion. Those are the frontiers of 
1945. 

We have been budgeting five 
billions dollars every year for war. 
At least half or that sum must be 
budgetted for peace, for jobs, 
welfare and construction. From 
now on any government that forces 
men to stand idle, while materials 
are wasted and_ social projects 
are waiting to be done, deserves 
to be convicted by the peuple of 
criminal neglect.
